HOW TO CAN BEAN'*. 



The_jLune Farm and Fireside says: 
"Many of our readers are asking 
us how to tai particular ve g e t a b lea, 
such'aa beans, peas or eern. Here 

is the process for beans in detail: 
tieiect beans of the same age and col- 
or, and plan to can immedian'iy after 
picking. String and wash well, and 
if you do not wish to can them whole 
cut them into uniform pieces. I like 
them cuMod whole. Blanch by plac- 
Tng boiling water from flv* to tea 
minutes, depending on the age of the 
beans, and then plunge them quickly 
into cold water. Fill the jars, pack- 
ing closely. Adii one teaspoonful of 
salt to each (;'.iart o'' beans, fill the 
jars with boiling water, and put on 
the tops loosely. Put the Jars in the 
canaar. Thia may be siaq^y • hod 
pail or wash botter with a falsa bot- 
tom of wooden slats or, better,°a Tirfre 
rack, and tho water in it should cov- 
er the cans about one inch. Heat the 
water hot when the jais are set in 
and brinij to a boil (luickly. Count 
the time from the moment it starts 
boiling, ancKstenlize tho beans two 
hoofa. Than remova Jara aad tig^ton 
covers. Uaa thio saam a m t lwd^or

Uaotlng all war expennea by taxation 
majtea tbe taxpayers in one or two 
years bear tbe lun-den of benefits that 
ought to lie distributed at Ica.st over a 
decade witbbi tbe same generation. 

In the second pbice. when expcndl- 
liiri's aiiproacli tbe gUrantic sums of 
pro.si'ut-Uuy warfare, the tax-onl.v pol- 
li .> would reqnire more tliau the total 
surplus of aodlal income. Were this 
r.lisolutely necoPMr.v, tbo ensuing bav- 
o;- III the economic life of tbecoininnul- 
t.v v\(nild Imvo to be endured. But 
whore the disasters are so great and
